modity like steel, aluminum, rayon 
or jewelry.” he said “It would be 
interesting to see the fate of any 
member of congress who 
wouh 
dare advocate a sliding scale for 
any industrial commodity.” 
The sliding scale would mean 
virtually “p rice fixing” on the p art 
of the Federal Government, Gray’s 
communication declared. “It is equj 
valent to telling the American far 
mer who p roduces sugar that his 
refined p roduct shall never go be­ 
yond $ 6 a hundred p ounds. 
He asserted that the tariff rate 
would decrease under the sliding 
scale p lan when the frlce of re­ 
fined sugar exceeds $ 6 a hundred 
If the p rice should exceed $ 6, he 
added the tariff bars “are let down 
to such an extreme extent th a ;

CHINO-RUSSIAN WAR THREAT 
The Chinese has scratched the Russian 
2nd 
found 
the 
Tartar 
with 
ensuing 
threats of war in the Far East. 
Behind 
the story of the breach 
are 
interlacing 
Oriental questions that are not readily fol­ 
lowed in the Occident. 
In more recent 
years, Russia’s diplomatic victory over 
J apan after the latter’s military victory 
over China, Russia later leasing Manchur- 
ian provinces from the Chinese govern­ 
ment, bears on the crowding events of the 
last several weeks. 
The Russian soviets- 
have tried to impose their ways on sec­ 
tions of the** Chinese, but the present gov­ 
ernment has ejected bolshevik agents. 
To understand the background of the 
new dispute, one needs to delve into his­ 
tory, remembering that the long queue 
worn until late years by the Chinese was 
a sign of subjection of their Tartar con­ 
querors who were the terrors also of the 
of the Europan 
Middle Ages. 
Genghis 
Klan conquered China in the Thirteenth 
century. 
Russian peoples have long been 
loosely known us Tartars. 
That the Tar­ 
tars revealed in the scratching of the Rus­ 
sians are not Tartaric probably is mean­ 
ingless to the body of Chinamen. Chinese 
prejudices against all things Russian dates 
l^ck to Tartaric domination. 
Russia, with the aid of France and Ger­ 
many, deprived J apan of the fruits of its 
victory in the middle ’90s. 
Soon there­ 
after Russia leased Port Arthur and Dainy 
and their adjacent territories and waters, 
tluring the Boxer uprising in 1900, Rus­ 
sia threw a military force across the Amur 
and declared it to be Russian territory, 
establishing 
a 
Russian 
administration. 
Russian domination of Manchurian prov­ 
inces brought on the war with J apan. Not­ 
withstanding 
J apanese 
ascendency, ihe 
Russians have contrived to maintain a fu- 
^ iv e sort of purchase. 
The fortunes of 
the trans-Siberian railroad are involved. 
:i Now, the Chinese government has or- 
djered that all soviet officials retire from 
tlie Chinese Eastern railway, that railway 
ijpmmunication between soviet territory 
4» d China be suspended, 
that 
Chinese 
agents leave the soviet union. It is a seri- 
d||s break and marks a conflict between 
eistern and near-eastern peoples. Should 
China and the soviets insist on their indi- 
dHted courses, w^ar must come. 
Whether 
a::China undergoing far-reaching changes 
is:able to cope with a Russia still in the 
throes of Bolshevik machinations would 
revealed by military campaigns. 
•¡‘J apan has no love for Russia under 
\f|hatever government and J apanese influ­ 
ence in Northern China is militant. J apan 
>^uld probfibly throw its moral, if not 
jihysical, support to China. 
Against this 
ii*the modern cry of the Chinese, “ China 
ftir the Chinese.” 
The immediate breach 
i&*’with soviet Russia, but there are ramifi- 
cictions. 
The leads in these interest vari- 
cicis of the Occidental pow ers. Should the

senger ship boasted of such a wide diver­ 
sity of convenience.” 
The North Atlantic 
cOhference provided a new designation 
for the Bremen, Class A; the previous 
high rating has been Class 1. 
The Bremen, and the Europa, her sister- 
liip, when her rebuilding is completed, 
wjil challenge Britannia for de luxe cx- 
Ptess service on the North Atlantic. They 
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mark a high achievement in the German 
effort to overcome the staggering losses 
growing out of the world war.

Great Britain for Pea ce. 


WASHINGTON, July 22.—Great 
Britain now stands formally ranged 
alongside the United States in the 
effort to prevent war in the contro­ 
versy between China and Russia. 
Sir Eame Howard, the British am­ 
bassador. haa placed before Secre­ 
tary SUmson a note from hii gov­ 
ernment laying it is “happy to as­ 
sociate itaelf” with the American 
action calling attention of the Chi­ 
nese and Russian governments to 
their obligations under the Kellogg 
anti-war treaty. 
The note is in response to the 
secretary’s communication on the 
subject last week with the British, 
French and Japanese ambassadors, 
whose governments are bound under 
the four-power pan-Pacific treaty of 
1921 to confer when peace is threat­ 
ened ^ the east. 
While the Kellogg treaty will not 
become formally operative until the 
Japanese ratification is deposited 
here Wednesday, the United States 
has taken the position that both 
Russia and China having adhered 
to the pact and renounced was as 
a 
national policy, are morally obligate 
ed to avoid war in the Manchurian 
controversy. 
That view is shared by Frank B. 
Kellogg, former secretsjy of state, 
who had a large part in the world­ 
wide negotiation of the treaty and 
haa come back to Washington to 
take part in the ceremony which 
will attend the deposit of Japan’s 
ratification. Holding that Secretary 
Stimson’s reminder of the treaty’s 
obligations to Russia and China 
was “entirely proper,” he said: 
The dispute over China's seizure 
of the Chinese eastern railway, be­ 
ing of an economic nature, is **very 
susceptible to Pacific settlement,” 
in the former secretary’s opinion, 
through either direct diplomatic ne­ 
gotiations or arbitration i 
Diaj^tches from Peiping quoting 
a manifesto calling upon the Chi­ 
nese armies to rise against ’» red im­ 
perialism,” 
credited 
to General 
Chiang Kai-Shek, 
the 
nationalist 
president of China, have aroused 
considerable speculation in Wash­ 
ington, especially in view of their 
failure to include the conciliatory 
phrases which appeared in General 
Chiang’s propouncement from Nan­ 
king.
